the conversion process for the two preceding color components of the first 
page of the two pages by the conversion unit is completed before the conversion 

process is executed for the two preceding color components of the second page 
of the two pages, and before the scanning unit completely scans the image of the 
second page . 



Applicant's claims include elements which are not taught by the prior art nor rendered 
obvious. None of the references previously cited, YAMADA [US Patent 5,839,039], 
TAKAYANAGI [US Patent 5,040,075], or MAEKAWA [US Patent 5,734,951] teach 
these limitations.
